Eyewitnesses say one player attacked an opponent, 
after which spectators got involved and chased the at¬ 
tacker across the road and into a garden brandishing 
a baseball bat. 

One eyewitness, who did not wish to be named, 
said: “A Willand player smacked a Seaton player right 
on the nose, right in front of the Seaton supporters. 
This prompted them to get involved and a baseball 
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bat appeared. The Willand player was then chased 
over the road in to the front garden opposite the club¬ 
house. It was mayhem.” 

Another eyewitness, who wished to remain anony¬ 
mous, said the two players had had “a bit of a running 
battle as people do” during the first half. 


“But then there were unsavoury scenes and, yes, it 
spilled into the street and a garden.” 

It is understood that the referee sent off the Willand 
player and that Seaton took to the pitch for the second 
half, but Willand didn’t. 

Nobody had pressed charges at the time of going to 
press, and a police spokesperson said: “A local resi¬ 
dent called us following a disturbance but by the time 
we had got there everyone was gone.” 

Seaton Town FC issued a brief statement on Mon¬ 
day morning, saying: “Reports are in the process of

AXMINSTER 

Medical centre 
plans to expand 

DOCTORS and nurses will treat patients in 
portable buildings when Axminster Medical 
Practice adds another floor to meet increasing 
demand. 

Axminster's expansion in population means 
added pressure on the medical practice, which 
has responded by submitting plans to extend 
its premises. 

The aim is to start work in December or early 
January, subject to planning permission being 
given. Axminster Medical Practice has no 
spare capacity and it has been decided to go 
for an extension rather than moving. 

The plan is to extend the premises by creat¬ 
ing more consulting rooms at first floor level 
over an annex at the rear, providing an addi¬ 
tional 192 square metres of floor space. 

When asked if the practice could retain its 
current capacity during construction, practice 
manager Linda Coombs said: “We plan to run 
a full service throughout the build, but several 
GPs and nurses will have to move out of the 
building for the duration of the build, probably 
around five to six months. 

“We are planning to house them in portable 
cabins in the Restharrow car park, which will 
be difficult for patients. We are still working on 
the logistics of this to try to make it as pain 
free as possible. 

“The extension will give us eight more con¬ 
sulting rooms and these will be used for a mix¬ 
ture of GPs, nurses and health care assistants 
to deal with the increased demand generated 
by our growing list size." 

She encouraged new residents to register as 
soon as possible, and not leave it until they 
need to seeaGP.

His report stated: “In summary, it is my view 
that, assuming there is no change in position from 
the representative associations within Avon and 
Somerset Constabulary, the PCC is entitled and 
justified to call upon Chief Constable Gargan to 
resign from his position.

Trying out everything!^! HEALTH&FITNESS has to offer! 


After an indulgent weekend and a stressful day at work on Monday I headed straight to the gym really motivated 
to see what it was like and to sweat some of the bad stuff out of my body! 

My first impressions were really good, I was met by a very friendly Duncan who was going to be doing my induc¬ 
tion and putting me through my paces.There was a good mix of people using the gym, who were all clearly trying 
to achieve different things, which made a refreshing change from the normal assumption that gyms are full of men 
using weights looking at themselves in the mirror! There was definitely no intimidation factor from that point of 
view. 

Before we got started we chatted through my medical history and discussed my previous injuries, while taking 
note of my blood pressure and body mass index. We talked about my diet and the sort of food and drink I put into 
my body on a daily and weekly basis. 

Then the assessment started, which for the purpose of this column was different to a normal induction. After 
Duncan put me through a dynamic warm up, we did a basic fitness test to see where my fitness levels were. The 
test comprised of press-ups, leg press, slams with a medicine ball, and a ten minute blast on the bike, the results of 
which I'm sure aren't particularly impressive! However, after the warm down and a shower, I felt really good, if a 
little wobbly! 

I woke upTuesday morning a little achy in my triceps and hamstrings, which was fully expected, as I haven't really 
used those muscles in quite a while! By the time I finished work on Tuesday I was raring to go again and Duncan 
had a programme set out for me focusing on cardio and core work. It was tough, but in the air-conditioned cardio 
room upstairs I felt good and got through it in about an hour. 

I thought that Monday and Tuesday evenings would have been really busy in the gym, but although there were 
lots of people working out, there was never a queue to use any equipment and there was lots of space, which is a 
huge positive of them setting a limited membership number. 

I was really achy and sore on Wednesday and Thursday so was quite glad I had those as rest days, although I did 
play golf on Wednesday night which was better than I expected as it loosened me up a bit. 

I had another tough cardio session overseen by Duncan on Friday working on intervals and abdominals, but 
again, although tired, I felt really good afterwards. It feels so good to be exercising regularly and I've found that I'm 
really not craving unhealthy food like I was last week. I'm not keeping a strict diet but when I'm hungry I now have 
much more of an urge to reach for a piece of fruit rather than a bag of crisps. 

I was up again on Saturday morning and Duncan introduced me to some resistance training. I consider myself 
particularly scrawny so was a little apprehensive. However, Duncan put me at ease and we concentrated on doing 
more reps on lower weights. It was very different to the feeling of a CV workout but it still made me sweat and I cer¬ 
tainly knew my muscles had been worked. I can't wait to build on this first weeks training next week!

IF YOU watch Doc Martin, it is clear that for Louisa, 
having a relationship with him is going to be tricky.

PETER Harrison, an “0” Gauge model railway 
enthusiast, gave a talk on the history and de¬ 
velopment of this impressive scale at Thorn¬ 
combe Rail Activities Club on September 16th.

Early models were en¬ 
tirely built from scratch and were quite clunky 
compared to today’s detailed models.

Rebecca is often commissioned to make por¬ 
traits of people’s pets, generally dogs or horses. 
Having a dog of her own meant that she always 
has a subject that she enjoys tackling. 

She showed a portrait she was beginning of a 
muscular Portuguese stallion with a magnificent 
mane, galloping past at full speed. She wanted to 
get red into the picture to emphasise the Spanish 
parentage and strong personality of the beast. 
Hints of colour in what might be thought of as 
monochrome subjects were very instructive. So¬ 
ciety members learnt a lot and many will see Re¬ 
becca again at a course she is running in the near 
future.

What healthcare plans are in place 
for Devon's aging populace? 


■ DEVON Senior Voice (DSV) is very conscious 
that summer is ending and winter is approaching, 
which means that illnesses will increase, espe¬ 
cially amongst older people. Last year several of 
our hospitals were on ‘Black Alert’, causing the 
treatment of many patients to be seriously delayed. 

In August DSV participated in a BBC Radio 
Devon programme on Baby Boomers, and we are 
very aware that this age group is approaching 70, 
when it is known that long-term health conditions 
kick in. 

The age of Devon’s population is above average 
compared to the rest of the UK, and those bom just 
after the end of the Second World War in 1945 
have now reached 70. It is very noticeable that Ex¬ 
eter and Plymouth have a much younger popula¬ 
tion than the rest of Devon. 

Comparing the censuses of 2001 and 2011, in 
England as a whole the proportion of 65-and-overs 
increased from 15.5 per cent to 16.0 per cent of 
the population, but in rural Devon (excluding the 
cities) the same percentage went from 21.9 per 
cent to 23.9 per cent - an extra 18,446 people. This 
clearly illustrates that the growth of the elderly 
population is greater in rural Devon. 

The catchment areas of our major hospitals at 
Derriford and Torbay include Cornwall and Tor- 
bay respectively as well as Devon, and the respec¬ 
tive percentages for these two areas are 20.1 per 
cent to 21.7 per cent and 22.5 per cent to 23.7 per

Skull found in skip not suspicious 


A HUMAN skull found at the recycling centre in 
Sutton Barton, near Wilmington, had been used for 
educational purposes - so there had been no foul 
play. 

Police sealed off the centre on Thursday, Sep¬ 
tember 17th after the human skull was discovered 
in a general waste skip. 

The recycling centre is owned by Devon County 
Council, and a spokesperson said: “The centre was 
closed for a few hours as police had to be called 
to the site to examine the skull. 

“On closer inspection it was found that the skull 
had been used for educational purposes. 

“This is the latest in a series of incidents this year 
in which suspicious or potentially dangerous items 
have been taken to Devon recycling centres, 
prompting sites to be temporarily closed. 

“In June, marine flares were taken to the recy¬ 
cling centre at Punchbowl in Crediton by a mem¬ 
ber of the public. 

“In the same month, a tank mortar shell was 
found in a bucket of metal items at Bideford recy¬ 
cling centre. Both sites had to be evacuated and 
closed for a number of hours while bomb disposal 
experts removed the items.” 

Councillor Roger Croad, Devon County Council 
Cabinet Member for the Environment, said: “We 
have had a few incidents this year where the cen-

tres have had to be closed either due to potentially 
hazardous items being brought in by members of 
the public, or items which have caused concern. 

“These closures have been avoidable, and have 
wasted valuable time and resources of the police 
and bomb disposal teams, as well as that of our 
own staff. 

“Some people may consider something that’s 
been sat in their loft or garden shed for years as 
completely harmless, but it’s a question of percep¬ 
tion, so we would like to remind people to check 
and think about what they’re planning to take to 
the recycling centre. 

“Wherever possible, it would help if members of 
the public could make staff on site aware of any¬ 
thing unusual they may have brought to the site. 

“Otherwise it causes unnecessary disruption 
and inconvenience for other site users and, even 
more seriously, it can also put site staff at risk of 
injury. 

“However, flares, fireworks and ammunition 
should never be brought to our recycling centres.”

Advanced new powertrains 
in the upgraded Kia Cee’d 


KIA’S all-European cee’d family has become the 
first range to be fitted with the company’s ad¬ 
vanced new powertrains, which bring reductions 
of up to 25 per cent in fuel consumption and 
C02 emissions. 

There are three new turbocharged engines - 
two petrol units and one diesel - plus a seven- 
speed double-clutch (7-DCT) automatic trans¬ 
mission for use in conjunction with the new 
diesel. 

They form part of a simultaneous upgrade of 
all three cee’d body styles - the five-door cee’d, 
three-door pro_cee’d and cee’d Sports wagon. 
First deliveries will be arriving in UK dealer¬ 
ships on October 1, with prices for the revised 
models with new engines starting at £16,795. 

New 1.0-litre ecoTurbo petrol engines 

The two new petrol engines are the 1.0-litre, 
three-cylinder, direct-injection T-GDi (eco¬ 
Turbo) units announced at the Geneva Motor 
Show earlier this year and designed to meet 
Kia’s stringent internal targets for reducing fuel 
consumption and emissions. Kia intends to 
downsize 70 per cent of its internal combustion 
engines in the next few years. The T-GDi units 
are eventually destined to be used in a number 
of models, but make their debuts in the cee’d 
family. 

There are two versions, delivering 98 or 
118bhp, for the cee’d and pro_cee’d, while the 
Sportswagon is available with the higher-pow¬ 
ered unit. Both develop 172Nm of torque over a 
wide range from l,500rpm to 4,000rpm, ensur¬ 
ing outstanding driving flexibility 


They are 998cc engines developed in-house at 
Kia’s Namyang research and development facil¬ 
ity in Korea, and have been engineered to require 
10 to 15 per cent less fuel than the 1.4-litre multi¬ 
point injection or 1.6-litre GDi petrol direct-in¬ 
jection units in other versions of the cee’d 
family, with similar reductions in emissions. De¬ 
pending on model, fuel economy is up to 
57.6mpg, with C02 emissions as low as 
113g/km. They are members of Kia’s Kappa 
family of compact engines. 

The lesser-powered version accelerates the 
cee’d and pro_ceed from 0-60mph in less than 
12.5 seconds and on to a top speed of 114mph. 


The high-power unit reduces the 0-60 time by 
two seconds and raises the maximum speed by 
4mph, depending on body variant. 

The key targets were instantaneous response, 
highly efficient combustion and exemplary 
torque across a wide portion of the rev band. 
These goals have been more than met with the 
aid of innovative technical solutions. The eco¬ 
Turbo engines feature laser-drilled injectors with 
six holes laid out in a pyramid shape so that the 
fine mist of fuel is spread more evenly through¬ 
out the cylinders than if it was being consistently 
sprayed into certain points. Thanks to a high- 
pressure pump, injection is at up to 200 bar.

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Don’t let the Autumn ‘leaves' you clueless 


THIS week’s tips from the IAM’s head of driving standards, Peter 
Rodger, are offering advice to drivers about preparing their cars for the 
autumn season. A little maintenance and preparation can certainly go a 
long way, read our tips to find out more. 

Give your car a good clean over before the weather gets worse. Clean 
out the plenum chamber (the tray area under the bonnet, below the wind¬ 
screen) - as it can fill up with water when it gets blocked 
with leaves. The water can seep through into the car’s 
electrics, causing expensive internal damage. Take time 
to clear this out regularly. 

Before setting off clear you windows of condensation 
and remove the dirty film that can build up on the interior 
windows which affect visibility and cause glare. Don’t 
forget to clean the lights too - LED light bulbs do not 
create sufficient heat to evaporate water on light covers. 

Check that the windscreen wiper blades and all lights 
are working properly and if they are not, replace them 
now. The windscreen wipers should be lifted off the win¬ 
dow periodically and the blades wiped clean with a soft 
damp cloth to remove grit and dirt. 

Before switching off the ignition, make sure the wind¬ 
screen wiper blades are switched off otherwise you risk 
blowing a fuse if the blades stick to the windscreen after 
overnight frost. Now is also a good time to stock up on 
windscreen washer fluid to keep your windscreens clear 
and avoid any ice problems. 

Visit your local garage and ask them to check the an¬ 
tifreeze is up to the correct level. Ensure that different 
types are not mixed together - refer to your handbook 
for more details. 

Road surfaces will be more slippery because of the wet 
weather and frost, so check the tyre pressures and their 
condition regularly. While the legal tread depth is 
1.6mm, you should consider replacing them at 3mm to 
increase traction. 

Keep a pair of sunglasses handy for dazzle from low 
sun and slow down if necessary. Scratches and abrasions 


can also intensify with the sun’s dazzle - always aim to keep your wind¬ 
screen clean and clear. 

Don’t forget to check your car battery - keep the top of the battery 
clean and dry, ensuring that the terminals are tight and free from corro¬ 
sion. If the battery is more than five years old it may be worth replacing 
if it’s beginning to struggle.
